In a 70-page report of the 
OLG's modernization plan

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New partnership bodes well for racetrack 


> New horse 
racing division 
will help 

provide sustainable 
future for horse 
racing industry 


A newly formed partnership 
could ensure horse racing in 
Fort Erie for years to come. 

The Ontario Lottery and 
Gaming Corporation, the pro¬ 
vincial government and the 
Ontario Racing Commission 
announced Friday that they 
have teamed up to form the 
Ontario Horse Racing division 
to provide a sustainable future 
for the horse racing industry. 

OLG spokesperson Tony 
Bitonti said the announce¬ 
ment means all parties 
involved aim to "bring horse 
racing into the provincial 
gaming strategy." 

The partnership will give 
racetracks with OLG slots 
facilities, live race dates and 
five-year funding under the 
Horse Racing Partnership 
Plan, an option for leases with 
a guaranteed term to 2019. 

But that five-year lease 


agreement doesn't apply to 
Fort Erie because it no longer 
has a slots facility. 

"Right now, there is no pos¬ 
sibility (of a five-year lease 
agreement for Fort Erie) 
because it doesn't have a slots 
facility," Bitonti said. 

"As part of our moderniza¬ 
tion plan, we had to look at all 
of our properties. We did 
determine around the border 
facility that there was too 
much product (too many 
gaming facilities) in the Fort 
Erie and Niagara Falls area," 
he added. 

With a casino a short dis¬ 
tance down the Queen 
Elizabeth Way in Niagara Falls, 
Bitonti said the slots facility at 
Fort Erie's racetrack was no 
longer viable. Changes in the 
last decade, such as the decline 
in the U.S. dollar and a smok¬

Town of Fort Erie considers land deal 


The Town of Fort Erie met in closed ses¬ 
sions over the course of three weeks to 
consider purchasing a portion of land from 
the owner of the Fort Erie Race Track. 

Mayor Doug Martin said council has been 
meeting in closed session to discuss the 
acquisition of some land for industrial pur¬ 
poses near the Fort Erie Race Track but he 
couldn’t comment further due to confiden¬ 
tiality agreements. 

Fort Erie's Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation general manager Jim 
Thibert said he aware of the deal. 

“Yes, I do know what the deal is but it’s 
constrained to closed sessions to protect 


the rate-payers as we proceed with a land 
deal,” he said. 

Thibert said there has been some confu¬ 
sion that the land deal involves the Fort Erie 
Race Track. The industrial lands the town 
hopes to acquire are owned by Nordic 
Gaming, the same company that owns the 
racetrack. 

“As the head of the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium, I know the land we’re dealing 
with has nothing to do with the racetrack or 
the racetrack property we lease.” 

Thibert said more information will

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Ice boom removed 


The ice boom was removed 
this week due to favourable 
weather conditions. 

A New York Power Authority 
crew opened the boom's 22 
spans on Tuesday. 

Last year, the boom opening 
began on March 25. The latest 
date for opening the boom was 
on May 3,1971. 

The ice boom is owned and 
operated by the NewYorkPower 
Authority and Ontario Power 
Generation. The ice boom per¬ 
mits a formation of stable ice 
cover under which Niagara 
River flows can freely pass. 

The International Joint 
Commission authorizes the use 
of the boom. The International 
Niagara Board of Control over¬ 
seas the installation, operation 
and removal of the ice boom. 

The annual installation of the 
boom reduces ice accumula¬ 
tion that interferes with hydro¬ 
electric power production and 
can cause flooding and damage 
to shore properties. 

Cop charged with fraud 

A police officer from St. 
Catharines has been charged 
with fraud. 

After obtaining information 
in January, the Hamilton Police 
fraud branch began investigat¬ 
ing a 15- year veteran officer for 
fraudulent submissions of ben¬ 
efit claims. 

As a result of the investiga¬ 
tion, an arrest was made April 
17. 

Jason Howard, 43, of St. 
Catharines, is charged with 
fraud under $5,000. 

The officer, a sergeant 
assigned to Division 3 of 
Hamilton Police Service, has 
been suspended from duty with 
pay. 

He was released on a promise 
to appear and is scheduled to 
return to court May 20.

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Norton lead Iroquois into battle

Returning to the Grand 
River from his trip to 
Tennessee, there is talk 
about war between the 
British and the Americans. 
Early in the Spring of 
1812, 

Sir Issac Brock arrived at 
the Grand River to enlist 
the help of the 
Haudenosaunee. 

He was met with a cold 
response because there 
were still many unresolved 
issues between Six Nations 
and their British fathers, 
but he procured the help 
of John Norton in negotia- 

Brockleaves discouraged 
on his way to Detroit. 

On July 12, 1812, the 
American forces under the 
command of General 
William Huh start an inva¬ 
sion of Canada. 

Norton could only mus¬ 
ter approximately 40-50 
Iroquois warriors who 
joined Brock at the Battle 
of Detroit. 

He had a small part in 
the surrender of Detroit. 
His military leadership 
finds him in charge of a 
larger group of Indigenous 
Allies in the batdes along 
the Niagara River. 

The victory at Queenston 
Heights was a major high 
point in his military career. 

AtthebattleofQueenston 
Heights, Norton and 
approximately 100 war¬ 
riors, including young John 
Brant (son of Joseph), also 
named, Ahyonwaehs, trav¬ 
eled a considerable dis¬ 
tance along the western 
road in Queenston, making 


tion, a wooded area on the 
cliff top, they pinned down 
the American troops, halt¬ 
ing their advance, until 
Major-General Sheaffe his 
regiment, and reinforce¬ 
ments from Chippewa 
forced their surrender. 

One week after the bat¬ 
tle, Sheaffe honoured 
Norton by commissioning 
him as, "Captain of the 
Confederate Indians", (the 
same title received by 
Joseph Brant during the 
American Revolution). 

The Captain and his war¬ 
riors spent the winter at 
Fort Erie, returning to the 
Grand River the following 
spring. 

Not long after, Norton 
finds himself at Fort 
George, where the British 
suffered a terrible loss. 

One half of the Fort lay in 
ruins. The immediate 
beach and hillside was lit¬ 
tered with bodies from 


both sides. 

The British abandon the 
burning fort and retreat to 
Stoney Creek, where John 
Norton is quoted saying, "I 
was rejoiced to find that 
the General agreed to stop 
at the Forty Mile Creek with 
the whole army—as I yet 
had hopes that God would 
favour us with an opportu¬ 
nity to avenge ourselves 
upon our Enemy for the 
Blood of our friends that 
had Fallen on the plains of 
Fort George, on whose life¬ 
less Bodies we had turned 
our Backs. The Position 
here gave me the most flat¬ 
tering prospect of a glori¬ 
ous issue to a contest, 
should the enemy have 
overtaken us."

During the rest of the 
war, Norton fought in the 
battle of Stoney Creek, 
Lundy's Lane, the Siege of 
Fort Erie, and the Battle of 
Chippewa, where he comes 
up against his Seneca 
brothers, led by Red Jacket 
(Sagoyeatha), and Farmer's 
Brother. 

Peace was granted on 
December 24 at the signing 
of the Treaty of Ghent. 
Word did not reach Upper 
Canada until Jan. 8,1815. 

Norton remarried a 
young Delaware woman 
c.16 years of age, named 

(Karighwaycagh). 

In 1815, they traveled to 
Britain along with a son, 
Tehonakaraa, from a previ¬ 
ous marriage to an Iroquois 
woman. 


Today, in Brantford 
Ontario, at the church of 
Her Majesty's Royal Chapel 
of the Mowhawks, estab¬ 
lished by Joseph Brant in 
1785, eight beautiful 
stained glass windows can 
be found depicting scenes 
from the history of The Six 
Nations. 

One in particular, por¬ 
trays the distribution of 
bibles, which John Norton 
transported from England 
in 1806. 

At the bottom of the win¬ 
dow these words are found: 
"Let us stricdy adhere to 
what our Lord has trans¬ 
mitted to us in the Holy 
Scriptures, that thereby the 
unbelievers may know the 
love we bear the com¬ 
mandments of God". 

I dedicate this story to all 
the peoples of 



The Six Nations on both 
sides of the Niagara River, 
and to all the other 
Indigenous Allies and 
Western Tribes, who fought 
in the War of 1812.

John and his family 
return to Upper Canada in 
1816 during which, he 
became the owner of a 
large farm overlooking the 
Grand River. 

This developed a new 
sense of dedication to his 
land and agriculture. 
Unfortunately, in 1823 his 
young wife Catherine, was 
proven guilty of sexual mis¬ 
conduct. Reacting, John 
fought and killed his wife's 
lover, in what was purport¬ 
edly, the last pistol duel in 
Canada. 

Norton's confrontation 
resulted in charges of man¬ 
slaughter, and a fine of 25 
pounds. 

Discouraged with his life, 
his love for farming dies, 
he fled to Arkansas. John's 
last recorded correspon¬ 
dence, was a letter to his 
nephew in 1826. 

Many historians believe 
that he died alone in 1831, 
in Laredo, which was at the 
time, a part of Mexico. 

What a tragic ending to a 
legendary Niagara fron¬ 
tiersman, missionary, 
British officer, and Mohawk 
war chief, who fought in 
almost every major battle 
on the Niagara frontier; a 
man who dedicated his life 
to God, country and his 
native people.

HALLELUJAH - IT’S SPRING! 

Birds singing, buds on trees ... this can only mean one thing - it’s springi Well, 
actually, it means 2 things. It’s spring and creating outside begins. Whether this is 
a little bit of work or a lot of work is up to you. The not-so-secret secret is to plan. 
Plan well and gardening can be a pleasant diversion enjoying being outdoors. Don t 
plan well and gardening can be a chore to try to escape from. 

To help with planning, whether you’re starting anew this year or are new to gardens, 
we're going to offer tips and suggestions... all with the goal of making gardening 
pleasant. 

Container and patio gardens, native plant materials, perennials and xeriscaping 
(gardening that reduces or eliminates watering) are only a few among the many 
options you can consider. Though I’ve gardened for eons, a trip to my local garden 
centre is always my first task, one I look forward to and relish. Coffee in hand, a 
‘walk about’ is a must - not to buy - but to get ideas about what plants and colour 
combos to consider, learn about new varieties and pick up some pointers about 
design elements. I do this because I will never know it all, never ‘finish’ my garden 
... gardening will always be a journey, never a destination ... and that is what 
beckons me (and millions of other gardeners) year after year. 

While it’s a tad cool yet to plant flowers (although cold hardy ones like pansies will 
work hard to bring cheer wherever they’re plopped), the lawn also deserves some 
attention; after all, it serves partly to play a supporting role to the trees, shrubs and 
flowers that have a home at your home. So lets’ begin here. A healthy lawn has 
deeper roots able to take water from deep in the ground, will help minimize weeds, 
is better able to resist disease and stress; and can help the environment. 

Your lawn should be fed 4 times a year - early and late spring, late summer and fall. 
Use holidays (Easter, Victoria Day, Labour Day, Halloween) to help twig your memory. 
Here are a few tips to get you started: 

• Clear debris and rake - your lawn will instantly look better 

• Feed your lawn with fertilizer to help strengthen the roots 

• Overseed with good quality grass seed if needed (how can you tell if it needs it? 
If your grass is thin, you can see bare spots, the ground feels hard - then it 
needs it) 

Now, head to a garden centre, look at magazines, or even take a walk round your 
neighbourhood to see what others have done... it'll start the creative process - 
even if it's just to find out what you don’t like.
